Dr. Jersild is the son of the Rev. 
T. IN. Jersild, who was pastor at St. 
Thomas from 1894 to 1898. The church 
was founded by the Danish immi- 
grants, who were among the first 
pioneers of Montcalm County. The 
first step in the organization was in 
1860, when the Rev. Charles Spooner 
came to the area. 
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A history of the church printed as 
part of the anniversary observance 
relates that this was of little avail be- 
~ eause no one understood the English 
language spoken by Pastor Spooner, 
It wasn’t until 1935 when the Rev. 
~ Wm. Goldbeck came to the parish that 
the language transition from Danish to 
English was completed. The language 
change began during World War I 
- with the patriotic wave that swept 
the nation. The church building was 
built and dedicated in 1893. It cost 
$1200 not including the timber and 
labor donated iby the members. 


When the day came for dedication 
the debt stood at $400. 


The latest improvement is the new 
‘parsonage built during 1955. It was 
dedicated by Dr. H. C. Jersild in the 
afternoon of April 29. 


Eighteen pastors have served the 
church since it was founded. The Rev. 
H. J. Petersen was the first. The 
Rev. E. Levine has been at St. Thomas 

' since 1951. 


The Rev. E. J. Nest, now retired and 
living at Williamston, Mich., spoke at 
the Sunday school service at 9:30 on 
Sunday. He was pastor at the church 
in 1950-1951. He was from the A- 

. merican Lutheran Church. 


A dinner was held at the church 
following the morning service. 


The Rev. Kenneth Petersen, Luverne, 
N. D. spoke at the Sunday evening 
service. He is the son of former mem- 
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bers of St. Thomas, Rev. Petersen grew 
up in our community. 


Monday evening, April 30, Pastor 
‘Stanley Carlsen, a pastor of St. 
Thomas from 1947 to 1950, spoke. Rev. 
Wm. ‘Goldbeck spoke at the Twesday 
evening service.

Condemned Men Lay Plight To 
Lack Of Religious Training 


Salt Lake City, Utah (RNS) — Two 
condemned murderers, waiting out 
their last night before execution, said 
lack of religious training was a prin- 
cipal cause of their failure in life. 


Verne Alfred Braasch and Melvin 
LeRoy Sullivan had been found guilty 
of the October, 1949, murder of a 
service station operator. After three 
stays of execution while their cause 
was fought in the courts they faced 
two five-men firing squads. 


In a last-night public statement, the 
two said: 


“First of all, we do not protest a- 
gainst being punished. We are found 


guilty of a serious crime. 


“In the second place, we wish to say, 
in partial excuse, for ourselves, that 
we did not have a fair chance in life. 


Coming from broken homes, we grew 


up in neglect. In youth we were de- 
nied parental care, affection and guid- 
ance. Religious training would have 
pointed us in the right direction, but 
we were not taken to Sunday school 
or to church services. 


“While in prison’ during the long 
years of waiting we have tried to 
build up in our souls what was lack- 
ing. We now try to accept our severe 
punishment with true religious resig- 
nation...”

Proportion Of Christians 
Smaller In The World 


While the total number of Chris- 
tians in the world has increased since 
1929, the proportion of Christians in 
the population of the earth has shrunk 
from 37 to 32 per cent. A useful sur- 
vey “of the world outreach of Chris- 
tianity appearing in the New York 
Times for May 14 \gave these figures. 
Like all such statistics, these must be 
taken as only the broadest approxi- 
mations, but they are still instructive.

In 1929 the population of the world 
was estimated to be 1.8 billion and 
by 1953 it was about 2.5 billion. The 
total (Christian community in 1929 was 
682 million; in 1953 it was 787 million. 
All of the net gain was Roman Catho- 
lic. One aspect of these statistics which 
commands reflection is that in these 
24 years the number of Roman Catho- 
lics is reported to have risen from 
331 to 458 million, while the number 
of Orthodox fell from 144 to 129 mil- 
lion and the number of Protestants 
from, 206 to 200 million, The political 
developments related to the rise of 
communism have contributed to this 
comparative and absolute decline of 
the non-Roman ‘(Catholic population. 
The submergence of eastern Europe 
‘by Russian expansionism hit Protes- 


tants so much harder than Roman 
Catholics that changes have been made 
in Germany that some of the arrange- 
ments must have been designed to 
bring that result to pass. Declining 
Western inflwence in Asia has adverse- 
ly affected the ‘Christian missionary 
enterprise. The conflict over color and 
the eclipse of the colonies of Western 
nations by the rise of nationalisms 
have also taken their toll. One useful 
result of the publication of these fig- 
ures should be to make Christians of 
all traditions a little more circumspect 
in their claims concerning the status 
of the Christian faith in the world. 
It is still a minority which must make 
up in dedication, zeal and intelligence 
what it lacks in numbers,

“Bowels” in the New Testament 


When Judas fell headlong, his body 
burst open and “all his bowels gush- 
ed out” (Acts 1:18). This is the only 
New Testament passage which uses 
the word “bowels” in its literal physi- 
cal meaning. In eight other cases it 
is used by the King James Version 
in the sense of affection or compassion. 


The Greek word which the King 
James Version translates by “bowels” 
does not refer to the intestines specif- 
ically but to the “inward parts’ or 
internal organs generally. Like the 
Greek word for “heart,” this word was 
also used for the feelings and affec- 
tions. It is translated “inward affec- 
tion” by the King James Version in 
2 Corinthians 7:15, 


In the English of 1611 both “bowels” 
and “heart” had this double reference 
to physical organs and to the emo- 
tions of which these organs were sup- 
posed to tbe the seat. Today only 
“heart” retains the double reference. 

When Paul wrote, “Ye are not 
straitened in us, but ye are straitened 


in your own bowels” (2 Corinthians 
6:12), he meant “You are not restrict- 
ed iby us, but are restricted in your 
own affections.” When he tells the 
Philippians that he longs for them 
“in the bowels of Jesus Christ” (1:8), 
it means “with the affection of Christ 
Jesus.” Again in Philippians 2:1 
“bowels” means “affection,” 


In ‘Colossians 3:12 “bowels of mer- 
cies” is now translated “compassion”; 
and “shutteth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him” (1 John 3:17) is 
“closes his heart against him.’ The 
short letter of Paul to Philemon comes 
alive with the substitution of “heart” 
for “bowels” in verses 7, 12, and 20. 


The Greek verb derived from the 
noun which KJ translates “bowels” is 
used twelve times in the New Testa- 
ment, and is always translated by the 
King James Version as “have com- 
passion” or “moved with compassion.” 
The references are listed in any good 
concordance.

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Five of the Most Courageous

Joshua, Courageous in Leadership

Joshua isn’t one of the most colorful personalities in 


the Old Testament, but yet he was one of God’s most 
_ faithful servants. From early youth until his death, he 


demonstrated that he was a man of God above all else. 


_ Because of this firm faith and reliance on God, he was 


able to accomplish great things for Him. It was this 


which made him the courageous leader he was. Great 


men and courageous men are not independent and self- 
_ reliant; rather they are men who know their limitations 


and place their trust in God for 


the superhuman 


_ strength they need. 


In early life, Joshua served Moses with unswerving 


_ loyalty. He was his personal attendant, going with him 
_to the Mount when Moses received the Ten Command- 


ments. He later was placed in charge of the tent of 


meeting. Serving in this capacity was the preparation 


and equipment for the office and responsibility that de- 


_ volved upon him in later years. 


Joshua next appears as one of a group of twelve sent 


to survey the Promised Land. One from each tribe was 


selected, Joshua being selected from among the Ephraim- 
ites. These men were to ascertain the character of the 
towns and their inhabitants, the quality and products of 
the soil, and bring back specimens of the fruits. When 
the spies returned, all were in agreement that the land 
was fertile and attractive. But only Joshua and Caleb 
were confident that they could overcome the people and 
take possession of the land. Joshua tried unsuccessfully 
to convince the people that “The Lord is with us; do 
not fear them.” The people answer by attempting to 
stone them. However, God rewarded Joshua and Caleb 
by promising to keep them alive so they could enter the 
Promised Land, even though they and the Israelites 
would have to wander forty years in the wilderness. The 
others over twenty years of age would not see the 
Promised Land. 


In this incident, Joshua reveals his confident faith in 
God. He had no doubt that God would be with them 
to bring them into the Promised Land if they would 
trust in Him. He shows his courage even though all 
the others were displaying cowardice and doubt. Even 
though the other spies. complained, “We seemed to our- 
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selves like grasshoppers, and so we seemed to them, 
Joshua felt no fear. He lacked no courage because | h 


was on God’s side. 


When the forty years were drawing to a close, Mose 
placed Joshua before the high priest and the congreg 
tion in Shittim and publicly ordained him to be his suc 
cessor. Just before his death the lawgiver took Joshu 
to the tabernacle to receive his charge from the Lora 
After Moses’ death he beat to make Dre ae fo 


showed his military skill in the plan of campaien a 
he proved himself a brave and competent ceneralill g 
wise in counsel as he was strong in fight. As each bat 
tle was fought, each city conquered, and as governmen 
was established, Joshua proved to be a man courageou 
in leadership. 4 


The secret was, of course, faith in God. He showes 
that when he told the people before they crossed th 
Jordan, “Be strong and of good courage; be not frighten 
ed, neither be dismayed; for the Lord your God is will 
you wherever you go.” God’s presence was real to hir 


and this is where he received his courage. ‘i 
We in America know how much it means to have me 


in positions of authority in government, who are courag 
eous in leadership because of reliance on God. It is par 
ticularly heartening when these leaders speak out free 
ly, witnessing to their faith. Joshua revealed this par 
ticularly in his farewell address to his people. Thesi 
are the words of a man, courageous in leadership be 
cause of his faith and trust in God; ‘Now therefore, fea 
the Lord, and serve him in sincerity and in faithfulness 
put away the gods which your fathers served beyon 
the river, and in Egypt, and serve the Lord. And if yo 
be unwilling to serve the Lord, choose this day whon 
you will serve, whether the gods your fathers serves 
in the region beyond the river, or the gods of the Amor 
ities in whose land you dwell; but as for me and m 
house, we will serve the Lord.” We need more men lik 
Joshua who are courageous in leadership.

There are many different kinds of camps every sum- 
mer. Some camps offer only outdoor activities and 


crafts without any religious training. Others spend most

Bible camps are different in.a very important respect. 


_ As in the name, “Bible Camp,” so in the daily program, 
the Bible is first. Usually the first class in the morning 


is a class in Bible study. The other classes also deal 
with some part of our Christian faith and life. This is 


_ what makes Bible Camp God’s workshop. Where the 


Bible is being studied seriously and prayerfully, there 


the Holy Spirit is at work. This is why Bible camps far 
outclass all other types of camps in importance. We are 
not saying that other types of camps are not good, or 
that they are not giving very important services to the 
groups who attend, but we do say that they cannot take 
the place of Bible camp in the life of any youth! 

If you are a member of the Boy Scouts or the Girl 
Scouts or some other group with a camping program, 
you will have many opportunities for camping, and you 
should try to take part in their camping activities. But 
you should give first consideration to the Bible camp 
in your area. You may be able to attend a week and 
still attend your other camp a week. If you cannot take 
in both in one summer, you could alternate, attending 
Bible camp this summer and your other camp next sum- 
mer. 

Most Bible camps now offer more than one week of 
camping. Junior camps are open to children between 


eight and thirteen years of age. If you give Bible camp 


the bigger share, you should be able to attend five or 
six Bible camp weeks before you reach the age of 
twenty. 

Bible camping offers an ideal combination of Bible 
study, recreation, inspiration, and fellowship. You don’t 
just sit and listen. The Bible studies are planned so that 
you take an active part. You will have a chance to ask 
questions. If you have a problem of any kind, the pas- 
tors and adult counselors will be glad to help you. 

Lasting friendships will be made at Bible camp. You 
really get acquainted when you share a full six days 
at a camp site. Recreation is planned to include every- 
one. If you don’t like swimming, there are other sports 
for you to enjoy. 

The lively fellowship at meal-time and during free- 
time just can’t be beat. You won’t have time or a chance 
to get lonely. You get a taste of the richness of Chris- 
tian fellowship. Here you share not only the things you 
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a 
usually talk about in school, but also that wie binds 
you together even more closely, your faith in Jesus 
Christ. nt

challenged by messages from God, not once or twice 
a week, but several times every day. You are altioett 
sure to have some decisive spiritual experiences at Bible.
